tions—-that trcfc troops were hourly joining 
him, and that notice of the termination of 
the AnmiOice was 
hourly expe£led to b* 
made. 
W e profeft wc are not fanguine io 
our anticipations of the refult of tha prefent 
negopiatione : we fear they will termiuatt ia 
a peace not only fubverfive of the independ* 
rnce of Auflria, bui fatal to the liberties and 
bappinefs of the continent. -

are dated on the 8th, from Deleytofa, and 
were brought by Captaiu Stanhope, who had 
a very long p-iTage. 
Lord Wellington when 
he quitted 1 alevera, upon receiving advica 
of tue approach of Soult, refolved to marcU 
againil that General, and attack him.—. H e 
therefore requeiled General Cucita to remain 
at Talevera with the Spanifli force, in order 
to hold V i^ o r in check. 
This requeif, un­ 
fortunately, General Cueila did not compì/ 
with— when Lord Wellington roored from 
Talarera to attack Soult, Cucila followed 
him, alledging that he did not wiib the whols 
weight and prelTure of the confiift to fall 
upon the Britifh— The confcquence of this 
morement of Cucfta’s was the immediate ad­ 
vance ofV iflo r, anda jun¿tion between tha 
latter and Soult being by this means praftica- 
ble, Lord Wallington found it neceiTary to 
abandou his intentions of attacking Soult, 
ana to retreat acrois the Tagus to Deleytofa 
— The palTage of the Tagus was cffedled on 
the 5th, at Puente del A?aobifpo— At Drlcy, 
tofa Lord 
Wellingtoa 
confidercd himfelC 
perfcdlly fecure— The enemy had fbewo nor 
difpoi'itioo to attack him, or to abandon the 
northern bank of the Tagus.

Tick and wounded were left behind at T a - 
lavera. 
The Spaniards, we take it for grant­ 
ed, could not b-nng them away.

— T h r y do not fulfil the ex* 
ueilations oi ilia luore ciuuUy.or the predidlion« 
of his more antul affiiUnti.— He does not 
fxpe¿\ that he fh< 11 bs compelled to furrepcer / 
and there is notliing to jultiiy the prediftion, 
that he will be forced to fall back upon Por­ 
tugal, and give up the cauie in defpair. 


The refolucion ot Cueila, to abandon th* 
polition at 'FrfUvcra is deeply to be lamented 5 
for had he not adopted it Soult, would prcba- 
b!y have received a more figoal defeat than 
ViClor did atT aU vera, and the junélion be­ 
tween him and Viftor would hs»e been pre­ 
vented.
